Commiſſion, and are ſupported by his 
Power and: Authority, and therefore 
have a Divine Right to the Obedience of 
all thoſe who live under their Pro- 
tection, and on this Account ought t to 
be ſubyed to them.

II. In what Inſtances we ought t to be 
ſubje& to the Higher Powers. For the Pro- 
vidence of God may ſo order it, that 
Chriſtians may be driven into ſuch 
Countries, where Iniquity is eftabliſy/d 
by the Law of the Land, Idolatry made 
a Principal Part of their Religious Wor- 
ſhip ; and their Obedience requir'd to 
ſuch Commands, as plainly and di- 
realy thwart the Law of God.

But here great Caution is ro de uſed; 
that we do not endeavour to quſtify out 
Non- compliance with the Will of our 
Covernors by any ſlight or trivial Pre- 
tence, or ſuſpend our Obedience te 
their Commands, unleſs in ſuch Caſes 
where we are 'oblig'd to act other- 
wiſe , either by the known Rules of 
Jour Duty towards God, or by the 
laws of the Land. Nay, if there re- 
„Inains the leaſt Scruple upon our Minds, 
which Track we ought to take; I chink 
tis our ſafeſt way, to comply with the 
Commands of our Governors, and to 
ubmit for Peace ſake; and then we 
hall be more eicuſtble, tho* we ſhould 
de in the wrong; than factiouſſy and 
ditiouſly to happen upon the right. 
art Nay farther, In all ſuch Matters as 
oncern our private Affairs, a good and 
eaceable Chr iſtan would rather: recede 
om his own Right, and deny' himſelf is in 
own particular Intereſt, than give any 
diſturbance to the Government under 
which 
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which he lives. For if the Chriſtian 


Religion enjoins us, not to. reſent every 
private Injury or Affront, but to for- 
give our Enemies, and to do them good for 
evil ; much more ought we to behave 
our ſelves quietly and peaceably to- 
wards our Governors, tho' we ſhould 
meet with ſome hard Uſage, or injuri- 
ous Dealing: The publick Good ought 
to over-balance all ptivate Intereſt ; and 
the Common Weal and Advantage of 
the Community, be the chief Aim and 
End of every good Subject. - = |) 

Nor ought our Obedience to be con- 
fin'd only to our Actions; our Words, 
ought to be govern'd by the ſame Rule 
and directed to the fame End: Fo 
how ridiculous 1s it, for Men to la 
claim to the Character of Loyal Sub 
jects to their Prince, becauſe they ca 
be charg'd with no ſeditious Practices 
when the Poiſon of Aſps is under thei 
Lips, and they are continually venting 
their virulent and ſeditious Speeches 
The Fear of Puniſhment may - reſtrai 
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the out ward Act; but a due Senſe it c; 
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their Duty, would make them careful, 
that no diſloyal Word eſcape the door of 
their lips; and that by no unwary Ex- 
preſſion, they infuſe Jealouſies into the 
Heads of ignorant and unthinking Peo- 
ple; nor propagate, much leſs forge, 
any groundleſs and fabulous Reports, 
tending to the Prejudice of the Govern- 
nent, or to depreciate thoſe who are 
in Authority. . Every good Subject will 
make it his Buſineſs, to diſcountenance 
faction and Sedition, and to calm the 
uunds of ſuch weak and diſcontented 
- keople, as are eaſily wrought 1 «4 
leſigning Men. 
But this is not all: For Chriſtian 
ubjection doth not only import, that 
ve yield Obedience to the Laws of the 
Government in Word and Deed, but 
alſo in Thought: That we have a Prin- 
 Yeple of Loyalty ſettled in our Hearts; 
ind that we be affectionately zealous for 
de Publick Good. And therefore the 
aus of our Land place the Source and 
original of Treaſon in the Heart; tho 
can be diſcover'd wy by the Overte 
C Act:
